The raid has been exceedingly 
valuable to us. Aside from the fact 
that we have had our first taste of 
real fighting, we know that our 
troops are the real thing, possessed 
of the finest courage and fighting 
ability. And we krow from our own 
experience what sort of enemy we 
are fighting. As for our. soldiers, 
they were splendid. The absolute 
truth is that fewer. than 40 Ameri- 
cans were attacked by 210 Ger- 
mans after being pounded for half 
an hour by intense shell fire that 
smashed the trenches in many 
places. ' 

Outnumbered Vive to One. 

But these 40 put up a game fight, 
worthy of Americans, battling in 
the darkness, oulnumbered five to 
one. Though we had losses, so did 
the Germaus. 

The Americans fought them every 
minute, using rifles, grenades, by- 
onets andirevolvers, und there were 
incidents such as should thrill the 
United States with pride fron: . the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. 

There was one soldier from East

Near Mrs. Jammarinaro’s body 
was found a handbag containing a 
loaded revolver. It has not been 
identified as her property, but Max 
Brownstein of 825 Franklin avenue 
told the police he knew that Mrs. 
Jammarinaro had a loaded revolver 
in her bag. 

In the pocketbook with the re- 
volver was a letter from Randazzo, 
written in Italian, which the police 
will have translated. 

Randazzo was told of the killing 
by Marino, who met him soon after- 
ward on Franklin avenue.

“The Tagliamento line has been 
won by us.

“The military operations which s¢- 
jeured a crossing at the mountain 
edge by a German and Austro-Huni- 
garian division, which was eager to 
nudvance, drove a wedge into the nat- 
urally strong defensive positions of 
the enemy on the western bank of 
the river. The rapid widening of the 
bridgehead thus gained by successful 
fighting compelled the enemy to 
evacuate the whole river line to the 
Adriatic coast. 

“Up the river to the Fella Valley 
Italian brigades still held out yes- 
terday. The pressure of our advance 
has also compelled the Italians to 
give up their mountain front. From 
the Fella Valley to the Colbricon, 
north of the Sugana Valley, on a 
width of more than 150 kilometers 
(93 miles) the Itallans have had to 
give up zones of defense which they 
have consolidated for years past and 
are in retreat.

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AN OLD MANUSCRIPT. 

EAR SIR—Some years ago a friend of mine 
picked, out of a heap of ancient refuse, in the 
attic of an old downtown residence building, 

a soiled and tattered clipping bearing the poem 
quoted below. Along the margin of the clipping was 
written, in a careful, feminine hand, ‘‘Sou. Lit. 
WVies.’’ 

This bit of paper, worn almost into shreds was de- 
stroyed after a careful transcript of the poem had 
been made. The fact that the poem was signed ‘‘E. 
P.’’ commends it to literateurs as being very prob- 
ably the production of Edgar Allan Poe, who was, at 
different periods of his stormy career, a valued con- 
tributor to the ‘‘Southern Literary Messenger,’’ to 
which the memorandum on the margin of the clipping 
evidently refers. The clipping bore no date. 

While Poe, where he used his initials only, in sign- 
ing Short productions, generally used all three of 
them—‘E. A. P.’’—the fact that the middle initial 
has in this instance, been omitted, does not necessar- 
ily preclude the possibility of the poem having been 
produced by the greatest and most pathetic figure in 
American literature. 

The poem bears almost all the characteristics of 
Poe's work. There is that absolute hopelessness and 
that satirical glee in the presence of tragedy that 
mark most of Poe’s poems. There is that sing-song 
movement in meter and rhyme that prompted Long- 
fellow to call Poe the ‘‘jingle man.’’ And finally 
there is that supreme faculty of putting the right 
word in the right place that typifies Poe’s best work, 
whether prose or verse. However, I think the poem 
will be graded as inferior to most of Poe’s poems— 
even the youthful effusions. 

So far as I have, by diligent investigation, been 
able to ascertain, the poem has never been included 
in any of the various editions of Poe's collected 
works.
